Specification 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains legal 
phraseology such as "comprises" (see line 8). Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Insert at the 
first line of the specification: This application is a continuation of US Application Number 
10/388,067 filed on February 13, 2003. Appropriate correction is required. 



Double Patenting 

4. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).

5. Claims 31-60 are provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-11, 14, and 16- 
20 of copending Application No. 10/388,067, hereinafter '067. Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because both 
the present claimed invention and the '067 Application claims an integrated circuit for 
use with a dual-mode smart card and configurable in a first and second mode of 
operation comprising a processor; a switching block connected to the processor; and an 
external interface connected to the switching block and comprising a first port 
configurable for communicating in a first mode of operation when a first mode of 
operation is detected and a second port configurable for communicating in a second 
mode of operation when a second mode of operation is detected, wherein the processor 
and switching block configure the first port to allow debugging and/or software 
development through the first port and allow debugging and/or software development 
through the second port. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure. Williams et al (US 6,691,201) discloses a dual mode USB-PS/2 
device; and Gray et al (US 6,557,754) discloses apparatus for providing a dual mode 
card and reader.
